It is of the 
usual size, but weighs only 113 pounds. 
We regret that our citizens are driven 
to the necessity of ‘importing their 
riding vehicles, and yet it is so. In 
vain do they search the columns of the 
DatLty News to find that there is a 
buggy manufactory in the city of 
Raleigh, and are thereiore compelled to 
order their work from other cities.” 

As acoach maker, I acknowledge your 

local’s very cutting allusion to some ex- 
tent, at®least, that, “in vain they sent, 
&c.” -This acknowledgement, however, 
is gratuitors, in as much as I do not my- 
self “carry on” the business, and no less 
a sufferer, for lack of home patronage to 
my employers. I have nocomplaiat to 
offer against any gentleman who sees 
proper to import a fine vehicle from the 
North for his own use, provided thay 
cannot be supplied at home. We often 
hear the question asked, why do not 
our coach makers supply the market 
with'the styles that are indemand? If 
the inquirer will only take the trouble 
and go North, and take a stand in 
some large coach factory, and see pour- 
ing in from Nerth Carolina, intelligent 
business men, that build up ;these fine 
factories tothe exclusion of their own, 
the onswer will be easy. If Boston, 
Philadelphia, Bridgeport, Wilmington, 
Delaware, New York, and Baltimore, 
will return just one half the money they 
have received from North Carlina since 
the war, into the hands of its proper 
owners, I will warrant a_ successful 
competition, cithertin “style,” durability 
or price. I caanot promise, however, 
that a buggy bnilt in North Carolina, 
the “usual ,size’” will not weigh over 
113 lbs—that is, if the scalesare cor- 
rect. Size without weight may enhance 
the importance®of men, but not bug- 
The writer then proceeds at lengti to 
show by a comparison of facts and fig- 
ures that home manufacturies if liberally 
patronized would be enabled to make 
as geod a show as those of Northern 
cities. All of which we heartily en- 
dorse. 

We desire above all things to bring 
out and show the advantages offered 
by our home manufacturies, and thereby 
keep our money at home. We desire 
to see more manufactories in the city of 
Raleigh, and those that are now here 
double their business every year, but 
this cannot be accomplished without 
some effort on the part of the manulac~ 
terers themselves. If there isa carriage 
and wagon manafactery in Raleigh our 
numerous readers throughout the sec- 
tions from which Raleigh derives its 
support do not know it, and the con- 
sequence is they see acvertised a buggy 
of a certain pattern, or a wagon of a 
certain style at some other point,'’know 
it is an enterprising firm by its adver- 
tising, send for and get it. 

A manufacturer has no right to com- 
plain of a lack of patronage when he 
does not ask for it or shows a disposi- 
tion to be careless as to whether he gets 


it or not. 


METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS AND 
Crop Reports.—The meteorological 
observations for August, and the crop 


reports as furnished to the Geological 
Museum in this city, Prof. W. C. Kerr's 
headquarters, make up the tollowing 
summary : 

Mean temperature of the month for 
the whole State, 77°; average of the 
maxima 91°; maximum (a* Edenton)96° 
minimum (at Franklin) 49°. Average 
rainfall 4.7 inches; maximum (at 
Newbern) 12 inches, minimum (at 
Boone) 0.6 inches. The mean temper- 
ature for the counties near the seavoard 
is about} 80°, and of those beyond 
the Blue Ridge 73°. At Beaufort 28 
cloudless days. The very small range 
of the thermometer at this point is also 
notable, the average range for the day 
being about 4° or 5°, other greatest 
11°, and that for only two days, and 
the range tor thirty days being only 
15°; an equality of climate quite excep- 
tional and insular. The prevalence of 
west winds (for 29 days) is also notable, 

Looking back over the reports for the 
summer months, we find the average 
temperature for the season 76%3., which 
is a little more than a degree above the 
usually assigned to this State; and the 
average of the maximum for the whole 
season is 909.7. Average rainfall 
for the season 13.06 inches, which is 
about the due amount. 

The crop reports for the month are 
quite deficient, reports being sent in 
trom only five stations, Beaufort, New- 
berne, Tarboro, Weldon and Charlotte. 
These taken in connection with the 
reports for previous months show that 
this must be set down as an unusually 
abundant “year, although these last 
reports indicate a considerable falling off 


{in the prospects of the cotton crop in 


some of middle eastern counties from 
blight, rust and worm,

CINCINNATI, September 23. 
When Greeley arrived at Newport on 
Saturday he spoke as follows: 
“CITIZENS OF NEwrort: There was a 
time, and that not many vearsago, when 
I wouid not have been weicomed to the 
soil of Kentucky as lam to day. There 
was atime when Kentuckians did not 
think of me as they do now, and I be- 
lieve it was because they did not un- 
derstand meso well as they do now, for 
in the olden time I was an humble but 
zealous friend of Kentucky’s noblest 
statesman, Henry Clay. I loved, I trusted 
and followed that man for many years, 
and sore was my heart when the news 
came that our fondest anticiputions were 
blighted and he was rot chosen Presi- 
dent. But what matters it? ‘ihe fame 
of Clay is world wide, and he is revered 
and loved l-y millions of his country- 
men, and will be in generations to comme. 
What matters it whether he filiced one 
office or another, or no office? the office 
dees not make the man, it is men like 
these who dignify and glorify office.” 
Mr. Greeley concluded by saying: 
“Many times I was told 15 or 20 
years ago, ‘you can come down South 
and nobody will hurt you.’ I said, 
‘why should anybody hurt me? There 
was never a moment I wished ill to the 
South, and never sought to do the 
Southern people harm. Why should 
you tell mel will be protected in the 
South ¢ I have never been there, be- 
cause my duties did not call me there. 
But I felt certain always that no gentle- 
man of the South would lay a hand 
upon me, and [ don’t believe they would 
let the blackguards do it.” They were 
talking asif it was but charity to let 
me pass through. That has passed 
away, feillow-citizens. You may have 
been one of the most effective Conteder- 
ate soldiersof the late struggle, and 
you may travel all over this country, 
and I think no one except a very low, 
vulgar person will offer you any insult. 
I traveled to the furthest part of the 
South, to Texas, last year, and I was 
everywhere well received. I think 
every Northern man who went 
South, minding his own busi- 
ness, and giving nobody cause of 
offense, was treated perhaps as well as I 
was, and his person and property were 
just as sacredly respected as mine were. 
Now, then, we have opened up a new 
era in this country. There was a time 
when it was not so that every Northern 
man, whatever his principle,could travel 
through the South. Now, they can do 
so, and I am glad of it. Think no more 
of our triumphs in the late struggle— 
let us rejoice tu-day that these triumphs 
have tended to good to the whole Amer 
ican people. There were actually men in 
the North who believed, when Lincgln 
Was assassinated, that the Southern 
people, ‘as a people, rejoiced in that 
assassination. I amsure it was not so. 
But here is the black, bloody deed done, 
and the whole people suffered for it. It 
was for a long time impossible to make 
a lasge portion of that class believe that 
the assassination was not Sthe work of 
the whole Confederate people. There 
was injustice done them through pre- 
judice, through passion. We must try 
to dispel that prejudice and that pas- 
sion. We must try to make the whole 
people feel that the American name is 
dear to us all; that e: en in our struggles 
we were friends. We did not tear and 
rend cach other; we did not destroy ; 
prisoners were not unjustly treated, but 
I really believe the people on both sides 
meant to treat them with humanity so 
far as they could do so, and when 
cruelties took place they were not 
understood to be approved by the 
greater number of the people North or 
South. Now, then, let us ail resolve 
that weshall be nearer to each other. 
next yearthanthis. (Applause.) Iam 
demanding universal amnesty. Why, 
ople say there are only three or four 
undred disfranchised. Suppose there 
were only two hundred. I object to 
this disfranchisement and this proscrip- 
tion. It puts astigma on the whole

Yowehave your 
living to earn as well as we have, you 
will have to use all your abilities, all 
your energies, all your faculties, and 
make the most of them you can. The 
laws do not favor you. They will 
thoroughly protect you, and in three 
months, if we succeed, the colored peo. 
ple will be so disabused that the same 
men can never deceive them again— 
never again. 

But, suppose we fail, and we may fail. 
if the colored men did not believe that 
the power was against us, that money 
was against us,if they did not realize 
that the treasury, the army, and one 
hundred thousand office holders were 
all banded against usin force, which 
they believe we cannot overcome, they 
certainly would not be so universally 
hostile to us. Why, they think wecan 
not succeed and they want to be upon 
the winning side. That is a part of it, 
but they are also deiuded in regard to 
our purposes. We say we are not your 
enemies, we will not be your oppres. 
sors, we wil!, though you hava done us 
injustice, try as well as we can to have 
your children educated and enlightened 
so that the mistakes you have made can 
not be made over and over again.

A VOICE FROM A VETERAN— 
LETTER OF THE HON. A. 
RENCHER. 


We have the plcasure and gratifica- 
tion of laying before our readers this 
morning, the following letter from Hon. 
A. Rencher, of Chatham County, in 
response to an invitation to address the 
Greeley and Brown Club at Pittsboro. 
Goy. Rencher is a politican of the old 
school. [le is far advanced in age, 
having reached his seventy ninth year.

And at 
home and abroad, everywhere, all must 
be assured that thisis'so,” The want of 
this conviction abroad is now operating 
strongly against us, 

 Phirdly—A sound system of public 
Instruction must be established on such 
a footing that all inquirers will be 
satisfied that it will be permanent and 
eflicient, 

Until these turee conditions are first 
performed on our part we may rest 
assured that adequate relief will not 
come to us from abroad. Capitalists 
will not invest here, and companies of 
immigrants will not settle 
ere, 


THE PRESENT RELIEF. 


But the trouble is now upon us. It 
is urgent, we cannot wait; what is to 
be done? The answer is: we must make 
the most of our present means and re- 
sources, 

1. We must use what labor we have 
to the greatest advantage, and make it 
more valuable to us, This must be 
done by diminishing the size of our 
farms, draw in the inclosures, cultivate 
less land, and cultivate it better, 


} making a less number of acres produce 


better crops, and with more certainty 
than the whole plantation does now, 
and at the same time, by this means, a 
better system of Agriculture will be 
introduced. 

2. But itis obvious that our surest 
reliance for labor under our present 
circumstances is upon our colored peo- 
ple. 

The whole population of the State is 
1,071,361,,souls; of this number 1,241 
are Indians, and 391,650 are of African 
descent. And all things considered 
they are the best ticld laborers in the 
world. We are all here together. hey 
are dependent for their bread upon their 
labor in the cultivation of the land, 
and they have no lands of their own 
to cultivate, while the white popula 
tion numbering 678,470, own the lands, 
and to a great extent are unable to 
cultivate it for themselves. Here then 
we have presented to us the elements of 
a most convenient, valuable and neces- 
sary arrangement between the two races, 
The true basis is furnished of a lasting 
business partnership, mutual interest. 
One party furnishes the land which of 
necessity must be cultivated; and the 
other party furnishes the labor which of 
necessity mcust be used in its cultiva- 
tion. Influenced by these considera- 
tions, and also by the high and honora- 
ble duty which we owe to the colored 
race among us, growing out of our 
former relations with it, this arrange- 
ment should be adopted in good faith 
and carried out on our. part upon just, 
fair and liberal principles, 

And we.should cheerfully aid them 
as the weaker’party in their endeavors 
to improve their condition.

The undersigacd, in obedience to that 
resolution, ventures to offer some sug- 
zestions to the public, and particularly

tion. It should be taken as a good 
omen that upon short notice, and that 
‘oo imperfeetly circulated, more than 
200 delegates, representing 24 counties, 
and 20 different. societies and associa- 
‘ions, should have assembled together 
at that season of the year in Conven- 
‘ion, that two days should have been 
levoted by them to the earnest, har 
monious and intelligent consideration 
of subjeets of vital importance to the 
Agricultural interests of the State, and 
that by tacit consent, everything of a 
political character should have been ex- 
‘luded from the consideration of the 
Assembly.

You were informed through the public 
press of the subjects which were acted 
upon by that Convention, and it ‘s 
‘herefore not necessary that they should 
all here be enumerated.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

In the first place, for example, all mea 
are agreed that we must have more Cap- 
ital and labor, before the State can be 
raised from its present impoverished 
and prostrate condition, But capital 
aud laber cannot be created for the oc- 
casion. It must come tous. And the 
most wanguine of our leading men have 
«xpected that it weuld pour in upon, Us 
irom abroad; many and so greaf are 
the inducements held out by the excel- 
lence of our soil, climate and produc- 
‘ions inviting immigration. But others, 
\(ss sanguine, cannot build with-conti 
dence u these expectations for time- 
ly aid and relief, And a sound consid. 
-ration of the subject will probably lead 
vcuerally to the following conciusion : 
Our thousanes of acres of uncultivated 
lands will net be oceupied by an indus

CO-OPERATION. 


Agriculture is, and must be, of 
paramount importance to the people of 
North Carolina—it is our first and 
greatest pursuit—our leading interest — 
the foundation of everything else—the 
present mode of eultivation calls fora 
general and thorough change—the 
whole system must be remodeled and 
suited to our present circumstances— 
our various tesources must be developed 
and brought into use. And this great 
work should be commenced in earnest, 
without further delay, and carried on 
with all the energy and perseverance of 
all our people. To accomplish this 
great end requires much more than 
ordinary Agricultural Societies expect 
to accomplish. Their chief design 1s to 
bfing out ‘for exhibition, whatever is 
most excelleat in every branch of 
Agriculture, and in every department of 
industry. Thus all see what has been 
done, and what may be done, and 
valuable information is given, and 
emulation, interest, and zeal are aroused. 
But there is no opportunity here for 
acquiring full information, no place for 
general consultation and discussion of 
the various subjects of interest tu the 
eultiyator of the soil. The place for 
this is in the neighborhood club; the 
county association, the District Conven- 
tion; and more especially in separate 
associations formed by the different 
classes of cultivators of the soil, the 
gtain growers—the tobacco planters— 
the cotton planters, the nurserymen, 


“Al these associations should be 
formed, and should be fostered and sus- 
tained, and one spirit, one mind, one 
object should animate them all, the ad- 
vaneement of the agricultural condition 
of the State. Individual effort can do 
but little, the cause requires concert of 
action; organized, intelligent co-opera- 
tion. 

THE POLITICAL CONDITION. 


Afier much reflection, it is thought 
that in an address of this kind, 
to the whole people of the State, al- 
lusion may with propricty be made to 
our political condition. 

Two great political parties have aris- 
en out of the new order of things, and 
are contending for superiority. 

One of these parties evidently repre- 
septs the great mass of the substantial, 
intelligent portion of the people, that 
portion of them which mainly bears the 
burdens of the government. And this 
party, it would scem, does not sufli- 
ciently regard the situation, power and 
influence of another great class of the 
people, the colored population, and 
endeavors to obtain and control the 
government without their aid, and in 
defiance of them. | 

The other party, on the contrary, 
secms mainly torely upon the combined 
support of the colored population, and

fiance of the intelligent, tax-payiog 
portion of the people. Of these two 


- parties, with the experience of the past 


before us, and in the present condition 
of things, it may with safety be affirm- 
ed, that neither, while entertaining 
tliese Views,can Wisely and satisfactorily 
the State government. 

The public good, for which govern- 
ment is instituted, rises superior to all 
party success and triumph. 

It is time, it is full time, for “the 
sober second thought of the people” to 
act; and for their voice to be heard. 

The North Carolina State Agricultu- 
ral Convention will meet in Raleigh on 
the 11th of December next. 

In it will be assembied a full repre— 
sentation ofj;the Agricultural interests of 


wise, the patriotic leaders and promi- 
nent men of both political parties, meet 
with them, and there also-let us have a 
full representation of that class of men 
whom the people formerly delighted to 
honor and to trust ; such men as Calvin 
Graves, Alfred Dockery, David S. Reid, 
Giles Mebane, Matthew Eaton, the two 
venerable ex-Judges of the old Supreme 
Court, and many others all over the 
State of the same class of eminent citi- 
zens who have notof late takea a 
prominent part in public affairs. And 
there let this subject be submitted to 
the consideration of a Committee of 
such men as will command the respect 
and confidence of the whole people of 
the State to whom their report shall be 

People of North Carolina! a new 
future lies before us, Shall it be a fu- 
ture of success, of prosperity, of great- 
ness, or a calamitous failure 

The crisis is upon us. Let us prove 
ourselves wortby in energy, wisdom and 
prowess of that renowned race of men 
trom whom we boast our descent.
